Kansas’ Schools Poor. 


Taking Governor Landon severely 
to task for the “pathetic poverty” 
which Kansas schools present today, 
President George L. Berry, of la- 
bor’s’ Non-Partiean League, said that 
the Kansas governor's Chautauqua 
address belied the fact that “each lit- 
tle school district in his state must 
shift for itself, except as it obtains 
84 per cent for each school child 
from the etate.” 

Ignoring the governor's allusion to 
teachers’ oaths, President Berry ask- 
ed why, under his administration in 
Kansas, the public schools of that 
state were the most neglected § and 
mest inadequately maintained of all 
the public schools in the country. 

“Why do the public schools of Kan- 
sas today, in the face of the Gover- 
nor’s ideals,” he queried, “present 
one of the most deplorable and woe- 
ful aspects of the schools of any 
state ?”’ 

Mr. Berry declared. that Kansas 
presented an inviting and fertile field 
where Governor Landon might begin 
the practical application of his ideals 
by lifting the public schools from a 
condition that “finds parallel in east- 
ern states 75 or 100 years ago.” 

Governor Landon can point to not 
one thing he has done for the public 
schools of his own state, when their 
desperate need, and the opportunity 
for reorganization, is probably grcat- 
er than in any other state of the 
Union, he said.

Nearing Saragossa. 

LERIDA, Catalonia, Aug. 13.—By 
Paris.—I can 
see the flame-belching guns on the 
walls of Saragossa through my,»binocu- 
lars and the huge, black hydroplanes 
of the Catalonian navy swooping down 
low to drop thei 500-pound charges 
of lignite on the beleaguered city, 
which represents the supreme hopes 
of fascism in the north of Spain. Judg- 
ing by the awful amount of fuses 
and detonators lying around and the 
endless stacks of shrapnel, high explo- 
sive and dynamite, the town of Sara- 
gossa will be blown skyhigh with its 
garrison of a dozen regiments as soon 
as the militia can get close enough. 

The insurgents have an overwhelm- 
ing supply of artillery and are cap- 
tained by the ablest officers in Spain.

Even so, the human wall 
of Barcelona's militia is creeping near- 
er every hour.

FAIR ENOUGH

i —Once a year a 
Journalist. magazine called Coun- 
try Home eelects the 
best rural newspaper correspondent 
for a few days’ visit to New York, 
thus kicking up a little gust of pub- 
licity for Country Home Magazine 
and rediscovering the fact that the 
old-fashioned ‘‘ye editor” type of coun- 
try journalism has been laid away 
with the tramp printer and the ice 
cream social or the lawn of the UCon- 
gréegational church. This year’s cham- 
pion is Mrs. Susan Frawley Lisele, 
who lives nea. Fairmont, Minn., and 
writes a weekly column called “With 
a Penny Pencil’ for the Fairmont 
Daily Sentine. Mrs. Bisele is a high 
school graduate who reads books on 
political economy and the interviews 
with her bespeak a little surprise be- 
cause she ie neither illiterate nor a 
wide-eyed and somewhat apprehensive 
Aunt Samanthy in a_ sun _ bonnet, 
afraid to leave her hotel on account 
of them whit. slavers who lurk in 
every New York doorway waiting to 
snatch a country girl to a fate which 
is worse than death. Her husband, 
who farms 80 acres and writes a 
column for another country paper in 
the neighboring town of Blue Earth, 
was unable to accompany her but she 
did brin, her two-month-old son.

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Horrors Involving Massacres 


of Bishops, Nuns, and Priests 


and Burning of Sacred Edifices Related; Slaying of 


Teachers by Reds Told. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the United Press.) 

VATICAN CITY, Aug. 25.—(UP) 
Hitherto untold horrors of red atroci- 
ties against the church in Spain, in- 
volving massacres, outrages against 
nuns, murders of bishops and priests 
and the burning of sacred edifices were 
filed officially with the Vatican today. 

Details of reports gathered by the 
fatican secretariat of state were dis- 
closed by the Osservatore Romano, 
official Vatican organ. 

Church refugees arriving from Spain 
told Vatican officials 22 brothers of 
the Institute of Christian Schools had 
been killed by communists during the 
revolt. Before the revolt, they report- 
ed, the institute was the iargest in 


tended by 32,000 pupils and employ- 
ing 1,260 teachers. Most of the schools 


The Vatican organ reported’ that 
communists from Barcelona invaded 
the College of Buonanova and killed 
seven teachers. There was no reference 
to the number of students killed or 
injured, although 1,000 students and 
two teachers escaped into Italy. 

Osservatore Romano asserted that 
at Moncado, near’ Barcelona, reds 
executed five brothers in a school, as 
well as four priests and 40 civilians, 
while in Madrid province they ‘“fe- 
rociously massacred 10 brothers” and 
imprisoned 54, 

Seven brothers from the community 
of Sanseloni escaped into France dis- 
guised as miners and teamsters, the 
Vatican stated, while at Figueras com- 
munists stormed a college and after a 
fruitless search for arms imprisoned 
two aged priests, one of whom died 
from the treatment he was subjected 
to. Communists also partly destroyed 


and burned to the ground a church 


containing the remains of the famous 
writer, Fratel Miguel. 

Osservatore said reds have not 
spared a single school belonging to 
brothers throughout Spain. They also 
forced students, priests and superiors 
in the town of Cambrils to board a 
ship, and no news has been received 
from them since. Two chaplains were 
executed there, while the director of 
the institute died of heart failure and 
from shock. 

Earlier, the Vatican confirmed re- 
ports that the bishops of Jaen, Le- 
rida, Segovia, Siguenza and Barbas- 
tro dioceses had been killed. 

The bishop of Barbasc‘ro was shot 
by communists, but before dying he 
consigned his pectoral cross to a wom- 
an, whom he charged to deliver it to 
the pope. The bishop of Siguenza was 
burned alive. Anxiety was felt for the 
bishop of Barcelona, who has disap- 
peared. The bishops of Madr:d and ‘To- 
ledo were reported to be safe, the for- 
mer having been vacationing in the 
north at the outbreak of the revolt. 
and the latter visiting another bish- 
opric, 

Vatican officials revealed their in- 
formation was obtained from refugees 
being harbored in the Spanish college 
here. 

Monsignor Juan Perello and Bishop 
Vich, of Tarragona, arrived in Rome

Struction period is far more interesting. 


the women of the south kept 
their bitterness toward their 
northern invaders. The war to 
them was a sacred cause, and the 
attitude of the north was practi- 
cally impossible for them to un- 
derstand. Sometimes you iear 
people wonder today why the 
bitterness has persisted so long, 
but to me it seems only natural 
that this book should help to 
make it vividly clear, even to 
those who haven't understood it 
before. 


“The characters, Melanie and 
Ashley, are very charming—peo- 
ple you would like to know—but 
Scarlett and Rhett Butler are the 
two strongest and most interest- 
ing people. Scarlett was selfish 
and ruthless to the end, but she 
did have gallantry, courage and 
determination. In her’ rather 
Strange way she did love two 
people, in the course of her 
Stormy existence. She paid in 
suffering for the fact that never 
for one moment was her love un- 
selfish. She never understood 
either of the men she loved and 
so she lost them both, to be left 
baffled and bitter in her loneli- 
ness.” 

Previous to this mention of the 
book, Mrs. Roosevelt wrote on 
August 15 from Hyde Park as her 
first comment, the following: 
“We reached home for our 8:30 
Supper last night and everyone 
went to bed early. I succumbed 
to my usual weakness for read- 
ing in bed and thought | was go- 
ing to stop in a half an hour, but 
‘Gone With the Wind’ is not a 
book vou can put down easily! 
It was 12 o'clock before my light 
went out.” 


Her second mention of the 
book in the course of her reading 
was on August 21, when she 
wrote: “After 1 went to bed last 
night | started marking my mail, 
but I always end up by allowing 
myself time to read something | 
really enjoy, For an hour I found 
myself deeply engrossed with the 
trials which the women who lived 
in Georgia during-the Civil War 
suffered. 

‘Gone With the Wind’ is a 
book you would like to read 
Straight through, but since there 
are so many things which have 
to be done, | am reading it rather 
more slowly, and perhaps énjoy- 
ing it all the more, on this ac- 
count. If you have not read it, 
I can assure you will find Scar- 
lett O’Hara an interesting char- 
acter. For pure selfishness and 
ruthlessness she seems to be al- 
most incredible. But circum- 
Stances mould even the little ani- 
mal she seems to be. So far, 
the remark of old Granny Fon- 
taine, that one should always 
keep something to fear and some- 
thing to love in this world, is 
perhaps the wisest piece of psy- 
chology in the book.”

HUMAN RIDDLES 
That Have Vexed the World 


By VINCENT TOWNE. 


THE FRANKLIN B. GOWEN 
MURDER. 

Apparently in the best of health 
and spirits, Franklin Benjamin Go- 
wen, former president of the Phila- 
aelphia and Reading railway, on Mon- 
day, December 9. 1889, bade goodbye 
to his wife and daughter at his hand- 
some suburban home near Philadel- 
phia. That afternoon he went to 
Washington, D. ©., to argue before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the case of an oil refiner, George Rice, 
against the Standard Oi] Company. 
Registering at Wormley’s hotel—a hos- 
telry owned by a celebrated negro and 
famed for its sea food—Mr. Gowen 
was given a room and bath on an up- 
per floor. Throughout the week he 
continued to lead the life of an alert, 
expectant attorney, and on Friday he 
had a final conference with his client, 
who, recalling his meeting with the 
doomed man, said: 

“T never saw nim in better health, 
brighter spirits or greater mental ac- 
tivity.” 

The next morning (Saturday) Mr. 
Gowen did not answer the chamber- 
maid’s «nock, and when she returued 
at noon he was again silent, although 


regular. The police immediately is 
sued the announcement that Mr. Go- 
wen committed suicide and his re 
mains were sent to his widow in 
Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Gowen absolutely refused to 
spnsider the suicide theory. 

A well-known detective bureau com- 
missioned by the family to investigate 
the death, found that many conditions 
at first reported by the newspapers 
had not existed. Although it had been 
stated that Mr. Gowen’s room could 
not have been entered from ineide the 
hotel, it was found that the bathroom 
of his apartment had opened into the 
hallway by a door which had been 
locked, but the key to which had been 
hanging in the hote! office on the night 
of the tragedy. 

A dealer who had identified the re- 
volver as one which he had sold was 
uncertain whether the purchaser had 
been clean-shaven or had worn whis- 
kers. And the most important discov- 
ery of all was that the flesh and hair 
surrounding the bullet hole in Mr. 
Gowen's skull were neither scorched 
nor discolored whereas medico-lega! 
tests had established that a shot fired 
at three feet would blacken, at 16
